At a time when tho mills are shut down 


or working on short time, when thousands 
are out of employment, when the street 
department is unable to give employment 
to tho idle, when the Church League 1s 


aroused and adopts metsurcs for relief, 
when landlords complain that they do not 
receive their runt, when the pauper de- 
partment is over-run with applications for 
relief, when tho spectre, of fajniue is at 
the doois of hundreds of families in this 
city, is it not astounding that tho board of 
aldermen has voted to purchase a tract of 
swamp land us an addition to J?ort Ltill 
park. 


In the face of tho hard times and gen- 


eral distress among the poor people, tho 
aldermen have the audacity to vote for a 
scheme which has boon railroaded through 
committees by cjuestiomi'ile methods and 
finally voted for by Aldcrmou West all, 
Evans, Choate, F. W. Puffer, S. B. Puffer 
and Elwyn Lovejoy. 
To the credit of Al- 


derinan McDonald it should be stated that 
he voted against the swindle. 
The alder- 


men oppose the increase of salaries that 
they might with greater chances of success 
make a raid on tho treasury for the benefit 
of a land syndicate. This is a conspiracy 
against the city and not a scheme for tho 
benefit ot tho people. 
It is little short of 


public robbery. 


The people voted upon this project a 


few years ago and defeated it, The syndi- 
cate has been trying to work the city eoun- 
cll'into purchasing tho land ever since and 
has now succeeded so far as tho aldermen 
are colicernetl. But tho matter is to come 
before tho common council, tho people's 
branch of the city government. 
There is 


in that body, ive believe, a majority that 
will stand tlvmly for tho people's inteiest 
that will stand against looting tho treasury 
for the benefit of land-sharks when tho city 
is nearly bankrupt and when thousands 
are on the verge of destitution. 


Every map who votes for this land 


scheme should be relegated to political 
oblivion at the first opportunity. In the 
common council there were men who stood 
the liest and proved loyal to the people; 
and we still have faith in their honesty 
and their jrood judgment. They refused 
to be bribed last year by liquor licenses, let 
them if necessary reject the oil'er of house 
lots this year, and preserve thoir reputa- 
tion for soun'd democracy as for honesty 
and integrity without a blemish. If they 
do this the people will reward them in duo 
time; if they fail in their duly they will go 
down into ignominious political graves 
just as soon as their present terra of oflieiul 
Hfo shall expire. 


A public meeting has been called to de- 


vise ways and means of relieving the poor, 
let another meeting be called to voUfc the 
public indicnation at this proposed act of 
public plunder. 


Let a public hearing be given by the 


city council In order that tho taxpayers 
may have an opportunity to voice tiieir hi 
dignation at this flagrant attempt to loot 
the treasury. This in a case in which tho 
true friends of tho people can show the 
stuff they are made of. Do not let a clique 
of land speculators impose their scheme 
on the common council? Those who will 
oppose it will deserve well of their consti- 
tuents; those who will vote for it will do- 
serve the execration of the people at large. 
Tonight the council is called together 


evidently to act upon this resolution." What 
action will bo taken? We venture to pre- 
dict that the resolution will be defeated 
and the men who will defeat it may not 
have their names written in golden letters 
over the portals of the new city hall, but 
they will be written in the hearts of the 
people.

the Fall JRiver mills have received or >ers 
which will keep them runtime: throuo-h the 
winter, thus providing for 25,000 mill 
hauds.-and in all about 30,000 persons do- 
pendent upon the mills for support. 


Mr. Borders said yesterday that the pur- 
chase, which is one of the largest on record 
while unusual, considering the state of the 
trade, was made for business reasons onlv, 
and not for political effect or from a phil- 
anthropic motive.

the Mintatry-at-Large. 


Wo iiurl that meichants are willing ti 


furnish tho necessities ot life to needy ppo 
pie lecorumendod by the agents of the 
Church League as worthy, at the lowcs 
wholesale puce. 
TVe ivcomrnond that ih< 


committee pt seven avail themselves of this 
generosity in behalf of the needy. 


We recommend tbat oach church in thi 


league to be lequesied to appoint a numbe 
of ladies to act as triondly visitors to thf 
homes of the poor, and that such be pre 
pared to sive not merely food and clothing 
but a kind word and a helping hand to 
such families as the agents of the league 
say, after investigation, are fit to recom 
mend for such necessities.

At a time when the mills are shut dawn 


or working on shori time, when thousands 
are out of employment, when the street 
department is unatile to give employment, 
to the idle, when the Chureb League is 


aroused and adopts meisures for relief, 
when landlords complain that they do not 
receive tbeir rent, when the pauper de- 
partment is over-run with applications for 
relief, when the spectre, of famine is at 
the doors of hundreds of families in this 
city, is it not astounding that the board of 
aldermen has voted to purchase a tract of 
sw?.mp land as an addition to Fort Hill 
park. 


In the face of the hard times and gen- 


eral distress among the poor people, the 
aldermen have tlie audacity to vote for a 
scbeme which has been railroaded through 
committees by questionable methods find 
finally voted for by Aldermen Wesl.aH, 
Evans, Cboale, F. W. Puffer, S. B. Puffer 
and Elwyn Lovejoy. To the credit of Al- 
derman McDonald it should be stated that 
be voted against the swindle. 
The alder- 


men oppose the increase of salaries that 
they misfit with greater chances of success 
make a raid on the treasury for the benefit 
of a land syndicate. This is a conspiracy 
asiinst the city and not a scheme for the 
benefit of the people. 
It is little short of 


pnblic robbery. 


The people voted upon this project a 


few years apo and defeated it. The syndi- 
cate has been trying to work the city coun- 
cil-into purchasing the land ever since and 
has now succeeded so far as the aldermen 
are concerned.

For TJiefr Bread. 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.—-Fanenil hall, the his- 


toric cradle of liberty, was filled by fully 
5000 people, while anany Mkndreds were 
unable to gain admittance, who attended 
the meeting of the unemployed last night. 
A number of speeches were made bearing 
upon the duty of the city of Boston to fur- 
nish work for tie rmemployed. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted with a 
cheer: 


"We are here to ask for one thing, that 


work be furnished the unemployed by the 
city. We are,here to stand, for pne princi- 
ple, that those who are willing to work 
have a right to work, and that society is 
under obligation to provide work 
for 


them. We are here to make one flrm pro- 
teat that the working classes shall not 
in this extremity be turned over to the 
degradation of charity. 


"When we wish to earn our bread 


nonestly and retain our manhood, are we 
to be told that the doors of the poor- 
aonaes and the associated oharities are 
open to usP We shall not consent, to that 
solution o£ the prqblem. We,are a part 
of this municipality. We have rights., It 
is our inalienable ,right) not to be beggared 
and pauperizea. , 


"If you pant/ us upon charity and refuse 


us work you make vis paupers by compul- 


Itis thei'Qfore u very uarro\\ and short- 


•ightod view which supposes that we re-

Followed Prooodonta. 


Any article of manufacture which can 


sustain the competition of like foreign 
articles in other markets can defy such 
competition in the homo market, and is 
not protected by the duty, but by its own 
intrinsic superior cheapness and quality. 
The only effect of a duty on such articles 
Is to enable those who make them to 
charge higher prices to tho citizens of 
their own country than they charge to for- 
eigners, and this has been notoriously the 
cose with bosh copper and many agricul- 
tural imptenients. 


In adjusting duties upon what may be 


called the finished products we have tried 
to imposesueli ratd.s »s will not destroy or 
distress any oi our hoine industries ou tho 
one hand, nor on the o(her ,sccure them an 
oppressive monopoly of tho home market. 
For this lulc wo lm\o the recognized 
authority both ot well-known and leading 
tariff reformers and of those who in clays 
past were considered moderate protection- 
ists. 


In the iron andsteel schedule, beginning 


•with free ore and a duty ot 22 1-3 per cent 
on pig iron, w.e have reported a scale of 
d\ities considerably below those of the 
existing livw, which should bring benefit 
to the consumer, without calling for any 
lialt'-in the pi-ogvess of that great industry 
tn our cotintry. T;he duty upon steel rtola 
has boon put at 25 per cent, which quite 
octmpensatses f or all difference in tfye cost 
of-production in this country and abroad,

It no 
more profesa^s to be pur^t-d of all protec- 
tion than to ^/e free of ^11 error ill its com- 
plex and manifold details. However we 
may deny tut- existence of any legislative 
pledge, or of the right of any congress to 
raakesuch plfiige, ior the continuance of 
duties that nii'ry ivitli them more or leas 
acknowledged protection, we mast ;ec- 
ogoizfc thAt great intereatg do exist -who^e 
pxistence c.nrl prosperity it is no part of 
our reform cither to imperil or to curtail. 


Injury to None. 


"We believe, niici we have the -svarrant of 


«ur ovrri. past t-xperitn^e for believing, 
that reduction of duties will riot injure 
but give more abundant life to all our 
great manufacturing industries, however 
mnch they mar ureau* the change. In 
dealing with the tariff qciestion, as with 
every other long-standing abuse tuath;ts 
interwd^eii iUelf -ivith 
our 
induHtrial 


or social system, t'ae legislator must ul- 
-5v-ay"s remember that, in the beginning, 
temperate reform is safest, having iu it- 
self the prinr:ip]u of prowth. 


"We have, already said that public.dis- 


cossioamay disclose errors of minor de- 
tail in tie 
scli&dulea of our bill. To 


escape si-.ca errors would 
require so 


thorough an:7 minut? a knowledge of all 
the divisions, sxib-divisions, complex and 
manifold 71:112^3 and Involutions of our 
chemical, textile, metal and other indus- 
tries, that no comtBittse of congress, no 
matter how extended the range of their 
personal knowledge, or how laborious 
arid painstnlziDg their efforts, could ever 
hi^e to possess. We have not forgotten 
that weirepresent t^b^ people, wta'o are ttie 
znanv, as well as the pTat.ected interests, 
who aw-'thc ievr, and -whill; we have dealt 
Trith tbe latter in no spirit of unfriendli- 
ness, we have felt that jt was our duty 
and not theirprivile^e to muke*the tariff 
schedules. Taxation Argument. 


"VVe have believed that the first step to- 


ward a. reform of the tariff should be a ra- 
leaM of ta>:ss on the ru-aterialu of indus- 
try. There can be no substantial and 
beneficial reduction npon the necessary 
clothing and other comforts of the Amer- 
ican people, nor any substantial and ben- 
eficial enlargement of the field of Ameri- 
can labor, so long as we tax materials rtnd 
processes of production. Every tax upon 
the producer falls with increased force 
on the consumer. Every tax on tbe pro- 
ducer in this country is a protection to his 
competitors in all other countries, and so 
narrows his market as to limit the num- 
ber and lessen the wages of those to whom 
be can give employment. 


Every cheapening in the cost or enlarge- 


ment of the supply of his raw materials, 
while primarily muring to the benefit of 
the manufacturer him?elf. passes under 
free competition immediately and piisses 
entirely to the cons'jmer, v.-ho very soon 


. gets even more byneiit out of it thun such 


reduction seems to carry, because with the 
rapid widening of his market the manu- 
facturer is able to sell ar a smaller profit. 


legislating I'ur Millions. 


It is therefore a very narrow mid short- 


lighted view Tvhich. supposes that we re- 
lease the di.iies on iron ore and coal arid 
•wool and other lite articles for the benefit 
of those -who map.ufncttire our iron, steel, 
woolen and other fabrics. "We are legis- 
lating for the great millions of consumers 
beyond 
them, and for 
the scores of 


thousands of laborers to -whom they may 
thus give steady and well-paid employ- 
'' meut. It isno less a narrow and short- 


•righted vae"»v that supposes that n removal 
of the tariff duties on such necessaries of 
industries will inflict any real loss upon 
those who produce them in our own coun- 
try- 


The enlargement of markets for our 


products in ofchet countries, the increase 
tn the internal commerce and in the car- 
rying trade of oar country will insure a 
growing home market for all these things 
that will quickly outstrip anything they 
•ould have under the protective system. 


Followed Precwtlents. 


Any article of manufacture which can 


sustain the competition of like foreign 
articles in other markets can defy such 
competition in the home market, and is 
not protected by the duty, but by its own 
intrinsic superior cheapness and quality. 
The only, effect of a duty on such articles 
!sto enable those -who make them to 
ctnrge higher prices.to the citizens of 
their own country than they charge to for- 
eigners, and this has been notoriously the 
ca»e who both copper and many agricul- 
tural implements. 


In adjustimr duties -upon Vrhut may be 


caH&U the finished products we have tried 
to. impose sacix rate:-* as will not destroy or 
distress any of our home industries on the 
one naud, nor on the other secure them .an 
oppressive monopoly of the home market. 
For this raie we have the recognized 
authority both of well-known and leading 
tariff reformers and of those who in days 
past were considered moderate protection- 
ists. 


In the iron and steel schedule, beginning 


wioh free ore and a duty of 32 1-2 per cent 
on pig iron, we have reported a. scale of 
duties considerably below those of the 
existing law, w-hich should bring benefit 
to the consumer, without ceiling for any 
ialt-in the progress af that great industry 
In onr efmntry. 'I'he duty upon steel ruils 
has been pot at 25 per cent, which quite 
compensates for all difference in the cost 
of-prodnction in this country and abroad. 


A* Valorem Substitute. 


A most-important change in the bill 


proposed from tlie present law will be 
f0*3din the^geirral substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties. This must 
»lw»T3 be the characteristic of a revenue 


tariff levied Li[jon a large range of articles, 
Specially -when those include the plain 
iieccssariea of life. A duty which taxea 
according .to 
kind, 
pound, 
weight, 


measure or the like, without regard to 
quality, always oppresses Mm less wealthy 
consumer and lightens the just burdens 
of his richer fallow-citizens. 


Such inequalities us we have mentioned 


In the woolen schedule, and many Btill 
grosser ones that might easily be cited,: 
could only be hidden in the- specific du- 
ties and would never appear in a tariff 
feut assessed its exactions according to 
the real value of the article taxed.
